The Story of 
Cain and Abel

Am I my Brother’s Keeper?—Gen. 4:9.

The Lord said to Cain, Where 
is Abel thy brother? Cain an- 
swered in a sarcastic manner, 
“Am | my brother’s keeper?” 

Cain tried to put on a bold 
face and act as though he was 
not concerned about Abel, and 
that which had happened to 
him. 

A murderer tries to cloak 
his sin. by saying, “I did it in 
self-defense,” or if he cannot 
work that game he is ready to 
plead insanity or irresponsibili- 
ty, saying, “Satan overpowered 
me, the gun fired without my 
effort, I was forced to do it,” 
etc. 








We are responsible for our 
brother. If it isn’t so, God never 
would have said to Cain, ‘““Where 
is Abel thy brother?” He knew 
that Cain had killed Abel, He 
knew that his blood cried from 
the ground and that it took 
place through jealousy and ha- 
tred. But this was no excuse 
for murder, he should have 
leved his brother. He should 
huve offered his assistance in 
preparing the sacrifice, buthedid 
not, thus showing himself very 
selfish, going ahead of Abel and 
making his offering in his own 
way. There isn’t any evidence 
that he conferred with Abel 
about which would be the prop- 
er way to conduct the worship, 
but went his way and. offered 
the fruit of the ground. His reli- 
gion was destitute of the sense 
of sin or need of atonement. 

Abel also brought an offering 
and by it showed that he be- 
lieved in the atonement to come, 
and by faith looked for it. He 
was a true advocate of the 
blood religion. 


Cain said by his action, “most 
any old. way will do.” He did 
not care to magnify the blood. 
He showed a selfish spirit. He 
refused to bring a sin offering. 
He was angry with God. He 
lied to God. He murdered his 
brother. He became a vaga- 
bond. What a contrast in the 
two brothers. 


Motive For Murder. 

There isn’t any doubt that 
Cain had a motive in his deed. 
Selfishness seems to stand out 
as the greatest motive. He could 
not bear for Abel’s offering to 
be accepted and his rejected. 

Often a young man expects to 
inherit property when a relative 
dies. The selfish spirit says, “do 
not wait, but murder the man 
and get your inheritance.” 

Sometimes a husband or wife 
has a life insurance policy, the 
selfish spirit says, “kill your

companion and get the insur- 
ance.” 

Some are so greedy for money 
that they will submit to the 
selfish spirit and rob a bank or 
wreck a train if it kills a score 
of people. 

Men kill their wives, women 
kill their husbands because they 
want. liberty to go with some 
one else. . 

Jealous men, jealous women 
kill because they can’t have the 
love they want. Others kill for 
revenge, thus gratifying selfish 
passion. 

Self, self, self is the key to

He also was a pray- 
ing man, who took his troubles 
to God, this insured God’s spe- 
cial care and guidance in his 
life’s career. 

My Grace Is Sufficient. 

Cain enticed Abel into a field, 
perhaps that the deed might be 
hid, but in some mysterious way 
the blood of the murdered man 
cried to God and caused Him to 
come to the scene. The Word 
says, “Be sure your sin will find 
you out.” Men may try all they 
choose to hide their crimes, but 
according to God’s Word they 
must come to light. 

Cain knew that he was ban- 
ished from the presence of God, 
he cried out, “My punishment 
is greater than | can bear.” I 
am sure that the remorse of 
conscience is something terrible 
to the one who has committed 
premeditated, “cold blood” mur- 
der, the sting is. often so great 
that men confess to their deed, 
with a hope of getting some re- 
lief of conscience. Cain felt that 
every one knew that he was a 
murderer and would seek to kill 
him. God set a mark on him, 
lest any finding him should kill 
him, thus showing that God will 
extend mercy toward the mur- 
derer if he will come to Him in 
a penitent manner.

This shows that the Lord 
tabernacled, not permanently 
dwelt, in Salem. Satan. there-

You say He is to be a priest 
after the order of Melchizedek. 
Not so, if Melchizedek was a 
Gentile ‘king and priest, 

In every instance of a Gentile 
being a priest it was in connec- 
tion with idolatrous worship. 
Uzziah was smitten with leprosy 
because he presumed to act in 
the priest’s stead. 

It is true that Jesus was to 
be a priest after the order of 
the pattern, (Melchizedek), 
found at Salem, but the pattern 





was not picked up from among 
the sacrilegious, idolatrous, 
star worshippers, which was 
characteristic of the nations at 
that day. There was nothing 
on this earth at that day or 
even at this, that could fill the 
bill of being a pattern for the 
Holy High Priest, or to repre- 
sent Him in any phase. 

In order that it might be re- 
vealed to the faithful of this 
earth the kind of a High Priest 
we were to have today, interced- 
ing for us Jesus appeared liter- 
ally to Abraham the father of 
the faithful thus showing him 
how He as the Great High 
Priest during the gospel age 
would care for his own if they 
would but faithfully fight for 
the cause of right and pay their 
tithes for the maintenance of 
the work. 


We cannot pay tithes to Him 
personally, but we can pay to 
the Church which is His body. 

The Lord has not only 
showed us what to do, but has 


demonstrated it through our 
father Abraham.

them, of whom it is written that 
he liveth. v. 8. This shows that 
the law has been changed and 
that Abraham and his faithful 
sons are not to pay tithes to the 
Aaronic priest-hood but to the 
Melchizedek order. They are 
to pay to Him that liveth, that is 
to Jesus Christ. 

It is evident that our Lord 
sprang from Juda. v. 14. And 
it is yet far more evident: for 
that after the similitude of 
Melchizedek there ariseth an- 
other priest. 


Who is made, not after the 
law of a carnal commandment, 
but after the power of an end- 
less life. 

For he testifieth, thou art a 
priest forever after the order of 
Melchizedek. Vs. 15, 16, 17, 
Melchizedek Had Endless Life. 

If Melchizedek had been only 
a Gentile king he of course died 
and did not have endless life, he 
therefore could not have been a 
similitude of Him that has end- 
less life. The Syriac says, ‘An- 
other priest will stand up, after 
the likeness of Melchizedek, 
WHO was not according to the 
law of corporeal injunctions, 
but according to the energy of 
an indissoluble life.” 

I think beyond a question of 
doubt this shows that some one 
came on the scene representing, 
not the priests that die, but 








I will say in conclusion, and 
in view of the foregoing Scrip- 
ture, if you would see the like- 
ness of Melchizedek, look to 
Jesus. And if you would see 
the likeness of Jesus look to 
Melchizedek the terms may be 
used interchangeably, they are 
synonymous, indentically the 
self same person, on the scene 
at different phases of time. The 
first representing what He 
should be in the second.
